The residents of thn Bernstein ^building 
on Prospect Drive, Wmikcirnn, just -fcoulh 
of the Geneseo street bridgo nro up in arms 
at the .allowed depredations of Sidney 
Fraleigh, the nino year old boy who has 
caused tho poiico and neighbors bo much 
trouble during the past two years. His 
last offense is said to have been the chns- 
ing of several of the smaller boys living in 
the flats, with an open knife, threatening 
to stab them. 

The facts wore brought to a head last 
Saturday whpn ho really did stab the eight 
year old son of John Rnasakka, who lives in 
the flats. The Fraleigh boy is said to hnvo 
been handling the knife rather freely when 
he suddenly took it into his head to chase 
the smaller boy. He caught up with him 
and the knife pierced his clothing, inflict* 
ing but ti small scratch, however, becnuso 
of the thicknesR of, the boy's clothes. 
Whether he might not havo stabbed him 
worse is not known, because Mrs. Rans- 
akka appeared on the scene about this 
time, chasing the Fraleigh boy with a 
broom. 

Later in the day tho Fraleigh .boy is said 
to havo ehnsed little Harry [Tollman, the 
six year old son of Arthur- Ffollmnn, who 
lives in the flats, also trying to stab him 
with a knife.

Mr. Iloll- 
mnn declares that ho is going to swear out 
a warrant for the youngster's arrest. 

That the depredations by the Fraleigh 
"boy have continued over a considerable 
period of time is shown by an incident 
which occurred hist fall., which wns kppt 
secret at tho time, but which has now come 
to light as a result, of the last atrocities. 

It seems that lato last fall, Sidney Fra- 
leigh and a gang of small boys under his 
leadership, caught Rrnno IIcnd'TPon, the 
nino year old son of Emil Henderson who 
lives In tho flats, and tying him to a tree 
with a rope, decided to havo an Indian 
torture. 

* They. piled "P 'oaves and brush nil about 
tho littlo fellow and wore on the point of 
touching h match to it when a passerby, at* 
traded by the screams of the boy who was 
- tied to the stake, and realizing tho immi- 
nent danger, rushed to his side and kick- 
ing tho lenves which had already started to 
burn to one side, cut tho ropes which 
bound him to tho treo. If ho had not ap- 
peared on the Bceno when ho did thore is 
no doubt but that the little fellow would 
havo been burned to denth. 

Besides committing these nets it is Raid 
that the Fraleigh youngstor steals milk 
bottles in front of doors and that tho resi- 
dents of the flats are kept in continual hot 
j> water for fear that he may do something 
that will imperil the lives of sonic of them. 

With nil of these facts brought to their 
attontion it is certain that the police will 
tako.Bonio Bteps to Bee that tho youngster is 
put in some place where ho will not be able 
to annoy anyone.

SAD DROWNING ACCIDENT 



five Year Old Son of Mr. and Mrs. Will 
Evans Drowns in Rock Lake.' 

On Monday afternoon occurred tho sad 
and sudden death, of Goorge, tho only 
sin of Mr. and Mrs. Win. Evans of 
Trovor. 

The little fellow who was only about 
fivo years of age hnd unbeknown to his 
parents, tnkon his sled and tr»ne to play 
on the ic'o at Rock Lake which is only a 
very short distance from the Evans home; 
In fact", as near as can be told he was ab- 
sent from the house only about fifteen or 
twenty minutes; It is supposed that in 
his play, the child. not realizing any dan- 
ger had slid off of the solid ice into a hole 
where the ice had been removed. 

Another lad by the name of Shu.bert 
w.ns skating on the lake, and noticed tlie 
little Ruins. boy, playing about on the ice, 
In the course of a few moments lie again 
looked in that direction and win startled 
to see that the child had disappeared, up- 
on skating closer he saw the child's sled, 
and his cap in the water. Tho boy now 
thoroughly frightened looked around fur 
help and seeing his father driving past 
called to him to wait and quickly told of 
the accident. Mr. Shubert ' hastily sum- 
moned Mr. Evans and together they hur- 
ried to the hike where the body could be 
plainly seen in the water and with littlo 
difficulty the father succeeded in lifting 
.the little one from the water. 

Although the -whole occurrance occupied 
but a short timo to all appearances life 
was extinct when tho body was tnkon from 
tho water, a physician was hastily sum- 
moned in the hopes that the child might 
bo revived aud in the meantimo all way 
done that could bo to save tho spark of 
life, but uj>on tho doctor's arrival the 
worst fears of tho' parents were coiifismed 
when ho pronounced all efforts of no avail 
as the child was past' all help. 

The accident was indeed n end one and 
the bereaved parent* have the sympathy of 
the community in their sorrow. 

The funeral was held at tho church on 
Wednesdny afternoon nt one o'clock with 
the interment at the Liberty cemetery.

The nurses at the hospital state that 
Nichols is feeling good and i* out of dan- 
ger unless he shou'd now contract a cold 
as the result of going homo at thtd timo. 

"It is entirely without foundation the 
report thnt I am to drop action. I shall 
appear against Mrs. Crewe for this affair 
is certainly one not of my own provoking 
and I cannot allow it to drop. I never 
wronged the womnn and therefore have no 
reason not to appear against her. I am 
feeling pretty good considering tho nature 
of tho injury and feel I shall got along nil 
right."

v .Twenty-five different arguments why thy. 
new local option hi w should be held un- 
constitutional are advanced in tho record 
of a test case on the question filed Saturday 
at Springfield in the Illinoiseupreme court: 
The case is an appeal from a fine of 850 
imposed on John W. McBride, of Coulter- 
ville, Randolph county, a saloon keeper 
who violated the law with the purpose of 
bringing the matter before the highest tri- 
bunal of the etate for a decision. 

It is the first of four test cases on which 
the various brewers' associations of Illinois 
will attempt to havo the new local option 
act declared invalid. According to present 
calculations the supreme court will pass on 
the question at tho February term. 

While tho captions of tho arguments 
against the law are given in tho record, 
the text of the reasons advanced by the 
brewers against the constitutionality of the 
law is contained in the briefs which have 
not yet been filed. It is the intention of 
tho attorneys for the liquor interests to 
keep Ihete secrets until the matter is 
brought before the court for argument. 

Among other things charged against the 
law, according to the record, is that its 
subject is not expressed in the title and 
"the latter iH meaningless, misleading, 
absurd and unconuruous." Another reason 
advanced is that the new act violates the 
interstate commerce clause of the federal 
constitution. 

Further, it is alleged the new act is un- 
constitutional because it is not a general 
law, ' but local, and special law and 
that by its inforcement nnd operation it 
suspends general laws in particular lo- 
calities. 

In the particular test case now in the su- 
ureme court information containing two 
counts was filed against McBride in the 
county court of Randolph county on Dec. 
20. 1907. The records show on Dec. 0, 
1907, Coulterville precinct of Randolph 
county, voted on tho local option proposi- 
tion with tho result it went "dry'* 180 to 
140. According to tho terms of tho now 
net it becomes effective thirty days after 
it is voted into operation. . . 

In this casp, McBride was one of tho 
saloon keepers selected to make a lest of the 
law, and announced he would remain open. 
He did so with tho result that information 
wns filed against him as related in the 
foregoing. Both counts charge him with 
selling within anti-saloon territory. lie 
wns found guilty nnd fined, whereupon the 
matter was brought into tho bu promo court 
through a bill of appeal.

TO BE ERECTED 

AT BARRINGTON 

A chain of villas which wealthy Chicago- 
ans now -maintain in picturesque points 
around gre.iterChieago will have a notable 
addition with the completion of the coun- 
try homes in Barrington planned by Hen- 
ry L. Miller, president of the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad, and Spencer 
Otis, •manufacturer of railroad supplies. 

Nine farms with a total of 1.000 acres 
have been purchased by Mr. Miller and 
Mr. Otis. Posession will be given by 
March 1 and the work of transforming the 
farm lands into country places will then 
begin. Mr. Otis plans an artificial hike 
and tho erection of a country house. Ah 
English country house with thatched roof 
effect, the whole- to cost not less than 
835,000, is planned by Mr. Miller for his 
share of tho land purchased. 

Tho land near Barrington,. which is 
thirty-four miles from Chicago, on the 
Lnko Geneva division of tho Chicago & 
Northwestern railroad, is rolling and 
heavily wooded. William Grace is one 
of tho heaviest owners in tho neighbor- 
hood and baa a farm of 1.000 acres.

For the second time within a month re- 
ceivers have been appointed for the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee Electric Railroad 
company. Judge Grosscup, in the United 
Slates district court, made the appoint- 
ments on application of interests which are 
said to bo favorable to the present manage- 
ment of the company. A receiver was also 
named for A. U. Frost & Co., a banking 
firm which has financed the road's bond 
idbucs. Frost is president of the railroad 
company. The amount involved in the 
proceedings has not yet been definitely 
determined. The chief liability of the 
company is said to be a bonded indebted- 
ness of $15,000,000. Floating debts and 
other liabilities aro said to aggregate about 
ono-third as much moro. 

The receivers named for tho railroad 
company are: W. I. Osborne, vice presi- 
dent of the Central Trust company, Chi- 
cago; D B. Ilunna,. vice president of the 
Canadian Northern Railroad company, 
Toronto, Can.; A. C. Frost, president ol 
the Chicago and Milwaukee Electric Rail- 
road company, Chicago. George M. Sew- 
ard, head of a Chicago banking firm, wns 
named as receiver for A. 0. Frost & Co 
The proceedings nlso affect the Chicago- 
Milwaukco Electric ftailroad company ol 
Wisconsin, which is a subsidiary corpora- 
tion of the Illinois company of the same 
name and leased by the present company 
Of l he $15,000,000 bond issues outstand- 
ing 810,000,000 are ngainst the Wisconsin 
company. 

A statement it-sued by Frost says: "Tin- 
direct came of the receivership is tho feci 
lhat the credit of the company and the 
market for its securities were injured by 
the receivership instituted on New Year's 
eve, and a» a result it became impossible 
to consummate the sale of bonds which hail 
lieen substantially accepted. After con- 
ferences between the principal holders of 
tho company's obligations it was decided 
that a receivership would be the best means 
of conserving tho property and the inter- 
ests of tho bondholders, creditors and 
stockholders." The road runs from Evans- 
ton, III., to Racine, Wis., and an extension 
towards Milwaukee haB been completed to 
within five miles of that city. It is stated 
by representatives of Frost that only about 
eight miles of road are lacking to make 
tho system complete, nnd that tho cost ol 
consummating this will not exceed $250,- 
000.

. Railways in Kenosha County will prob- 
ubly begin at once tho work of connecting 
all stations with long distance telephones 
as it was declared before the State Railroad 
commission on Tuesday last that in order 
to get around tho new law in rpgard to 
telegraph operators at railway stations 
this plan would have to be put in opera- 
tion. Tho pjiono. wires will bo stretched 
on tho same polos as tho telegraph wires 
and they will bo operated at tho smaller 
stations by the crews in charge of the 
train, similar to tho manner in which the 
signals aro operated on the various electric 
railways. This will do away with the 
vast expense of keeping telegraph operators 
at tho smaller stations. The Railway 
ofiicials declare that they would prefer to 
have the telegraph operators, but that 
with tho men working but eight hours it 
is impossible to get men enough to caro 
for tho smaller offices.

They aro not representa- 
tive of the expert English or American 
hand-made shoe — which 1b a thing of 
beauty, of comfort and of enduring 
utility^ 



Lorenzo D. Parker Died Sunday at the 
Advanced Age of 91 Years 

On Sunday afternoon of this week nt 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Walter 
Stickles at this place occurred the death 
one of Antioch.s oldest residents, .Mr. 
Lorenzo Parker, who passed away at tho 
age of 01 years 1 month and 18 days. 

Tho direct cause of his death is supposed 
to be from internal injuries which he re- 
ceived by a fall on tho icy sidewalk near 
the residence of Gideon Thnyer, on Mon- 
day January 20, since which time ho had 
been confined to his bed. 

He had always been considered remark- 
ably spry for a man of his age, and on the 
day mentioned had left the home of his 
daughtiirto go to the fctore, but had pro- 
ceeded only a part of the way when he 
slipped and fell, some of thn neighbors 
seeing the old man lying on the walk went 
to his assistance, and after being helped 
to his feet he was able to return home 
without assistance, but when hi' reached 
the house be complained of feeling ill, and 
in a short time began spitting blood which 
continued nil Monday night and ail day 
Tuesday. The old man never again left 
his bed aud on Sunday Inst he quietly pass- 
ed away. 

Lorenzo D. Parker was born at Mayfleld, 
Cuyhogo county, New York, on the eighth 
day of December, 1S1G, at that place he 
grew to manhood, nnd was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Hannah Carroll in the year 
of 1838. Five years later they came to 
Illinois and settled on a farm' near Mil- 
Iburn, later they purchased a farm near 
Loon lake, which was their homo for many 
vears. To them ten children were born, 
eight of whom together \vith tho mother 
have preceeded him to tho land of rest. 

He leaves to mourn his lons-ono 6on, 
John and one daughter, Mrs. Walter 
Stickles, besides six grand children and 
twelve great grand children. 

The funeral services were held at the 
Stickles homo on Tuesday morning at 
half past leu o'clock, with Roy. Win. C. 
Cleworth olliciating. The remains were 
interred in the Oakland cemetery.

Officials of the Chicago & Milwaukee 
Klectric Railway Company annnuncpd 
Friday thut tho -plan of running parlor 
cars and ti inirig cars on the electric rail- 
way in operation between Evanston and 
Hacino would be carried out this year ami 
it was stated by the genernl superintendent 
of the company that these cars would be in 
use by the first of next June. , The cars are 
now being built" in a western car shop and 
they will be tho equal of any dining cars 
now in use on any of the steam roads. The 
Chicago and Milwaukee will be the first of 
the electric lines in this section to adopt 
thn ufo of these cars. They havo been 
adopted on the lines of the Indiana Trac- 
tion Company running between Indian- 
apolis and Marion. Jt is the plan'of the 
Chicago & Milwaukee Company to have 
these cars ready for operation just as soon 
as the line is completed north as far as 
Milwaukee. It is thought that tho new 
cars will prove a very paying featuraof tlie 
business of the company and that they will 
attract more traflic than any other cars. 
When the cars are put on it will be possible 
to leave Kenosha at noon and reach the 
loop in Chicago by the time a man has 
properly eaten his dinner nnd had his after 
dinner smoke. Tho dining cars where in 
operation have proved very popular with 
society peoplo and the trolley dinner has 
been a very popular social function in 
those cities. 

It is pretty certain lhat the recent re- 
ceivership Hurry will not in any way inter- 
fere with tho business of . the Chicago & 
Milwaukee Company as tho marmgers of 
the empany aro going ahead just as if 
nothing Had happened and it Is not thought 
that any of the plans formed vill be aban- 
doned.

Good Roads arc a Benefit in Dollars and

Live in Town or in the Country 



Russia's Great Library. 
One of tho grentest monuments to 
tho memory of that benevolent despot, 
Poter the Great, Is tho imperial li- 
brary of Russia, established by him In 
1714. Present ranking places It third' 
among the world's groat libraries. It 
is preceded by tho National library of 
Paris and that of tho British museum 
of London. It contains 1,500,000 vol- 
umes and 26,000 manuscripts. Tho 
most important accession it cvor re- 
ceived was probably at tho time of tho 
suppression of tho Society of Jesus In 
Russia, when most of tho Jesuit col- 
lections were transferred to tho Im- 
perial library. Among them was tho 
famous collection of Count Zaluskl, 
consisting of 260,000 volumea and 10,- 
000 manuscripts. Tho most Important 
manusclrpt In the library Is the "Co- 
dex Slnaltlcus" of the Greek Bible, 
brought to Russia 'by Prof. Tlschen- 
dorf in 1859 from the J convent of St 
Catherine on Mount Slim!. 



it is worthy of remark that, no commu- 
nity aver began building good roads except 
after a bitter local fight, nnd Riccess usu- 
ally did not come until after there had been 
some one or more defeats. 

There is only one uround * of opposition 
nnd that is taxes. Every one appreciates 
a good road, but many think .thev cannot 
alFord to have them. Nearly every pro- 
gressive farmer is constantly at work to 
improve" his farm, to make it worth moro 
money; it does not matter whether ho 
wishes to sell or not. He tiles, fences, 
builds new bnrns or improves those he has, 
plants orchards and shrubbery, puts out 
some shade treep, gets a wind mill, and in 
two or three years has changed the whole 
character of the place. Usually the in- 
telligent expenditure of a thousand dollars 
in such improvements will add two .thous- 
and to the value of the farm. 

The same is true of good roads, with this 
difference, that every dollar wisely expend- 
ed upon building a permanent road, one 
good every day in the year, will add at 
least five dollars to the value of farm prop- 
erty served by it. Wherever good roads 
have been built there .has been at once a 
sharp ihcreoflf* in the value of farm landa, 
which all agree is due to good roads. The 
increase ranges from 10 In bb high as 50 
per cent in some cases, the average being 
about 25 per cent. 

If a man were to go into any community 
to buy a farm and he found two that would 
Btiit him. (they were as like as two farms- 
could well behind there seemed to be no 
choice between them); one was loaded fivo 
miles west of the county seat, with a good 
{Travel.*. or ttohe'rorid leading to town; the 
other was five miles east upon an earth 
road; every one with any experience -in 
such matters knows the owner of the' west 
farm would make a strong point of the fact 
that he am go to town any day in the year 
and haul a full load and trot the horses all 
the way. The result is he gets the prefer- 
ence and more money for his farm, and ho 
will find the extra money would have paid 
his good roud tax several times over, and 
that he made more money on the road than 
lie did on his land in proportion to tho 
cost. 

Good roads are a benefit in dollars and 
cents to every one whether they live in 
town or country. Besides the money ben- 
fit, think of the pleasure of a good road. 
•Under the plan of State and National 
Aid, good roadB can be built within ten 
years al! over Illinois, oven in the Corn 
Belt, with a total tax not exceeding eight 
mills, and usually it can be done with a six 
mill tax. The present tax for>, mud roads 
ia often as much or more than this.

STATE IS WELL TO THE FRONT 



Pine Range at Camp Logan and How 
It la Used to Perfect Guards- 
men In Marksmanship 
with the Illlle. 



'" SprlngfleM, 111., Jnn.: 28. — Itcpro- 
ucntatlvcs of the Illinois Nnttonal 
Guard are la Boston, Mass., attending 
the annual convention of the National 
Guard Association of the United 
States.

. Teach Guardsmen to Shoot. 
The growth and development of- the 
National Guard of HUnola Is practical: 
ly illustrated by the Interest that la 
being shown in the target ranges on 
which Illinois National Guardsmen nro 
taught to shoot Henry Bnrrett Cham- 
berlln, editor of The Voter, of Chicago, 
describes this training in an article 
which has Just appeared In that pub- 
lication. It Is as follows: 

"Illinois stands In the front rank of 
the states which prescribe practical In- 
Btmctlon for their soldiers. To be sure, 
It lags a long way behind those com- 
monwealths which adequately house, 
uniform and equip their guardsmen, 
while at the same time Insisting that 
the work performed shall be of tho 
very best. However, It Is moving In 
the Tight direction, and the legislature 
at Its last session took ono step In ad- 
vance when It appropriated money for 
the construction of an armory to be oc- 
cupied by tho Seventh Infantry. It Is 
reasonable to believe that, this . will 



continue until nil the military organ- 
izatlons in the stnte are provided with 
ar'morles sufficient for their needs. 

"In the matter of rifle firing, how- 
ever, Illinois hjis not lagged. It hns 
provided a reservation In the extreme 
northeastern corner of the state, 
known as Camp Tjsnn* nnd . ther0 on 
the shores of Lak? Michigan has es- 
tablished a rifle range. Already an ex- 
cellent range It promises to be. one -of 
the best In the country when the Im- 
provements now contemplated nre com- 
pleted. Ample facilities are to be 
found at Camp Logan lor every sort of. 
rifle and revolver practice required by 
the rules and regulations of Uie Unit- 
ed States array. The butts are of con- 
crete, affording protection to the men 
emnloycd.to mark the scores, and there 
nre enough targets to enable several 
hundred men to use their rifles any day 
over distances, ranging from 200. to V 
000 yards. There Is also a range for 
Bklrmlsh firing 000 yards In extent 
Practice Lasts Six Month*. 
"The range practice season is from 
May 1 to Oct 81, and each officer and 
enlisted man la allowed.400 rounds of 
ammunition during the Benson for prac- 
tice and record firing. This nmrouni. 
ilon la provided by. the United States 
government, and approximately 520.000 
worth has been fired this year Jhe 
government hns nlso about completed a 
two-storied armory building of cement 
equipped with rifle racks, magazine ami 
nuarters for the custodian. As a mat- 
ter of fnct the government pnytf more 
of the cost 'of maintaining the rango 
than does the state, It being the pur- 
pose of tho war department to bring 
the rifle firing among the state troop* 
to the highest possible- efficiency. 

"Barracks are provided for the om- 
cers and men of the First, Second, Sc7- 
enth nnd Eighth regiments of infantry, 
the First cavalry and the Naval He- 
serve. There Is a mess building, Rcece 
hall, named after the late adjutant 
general of Illinois, Brigadier General 
Jasper N. Recce; a canteen, an am- 
munition house and a cottage occn- 
pled bv the range officer, Captain Wei- 
don Third Infantry, Illinois National 
Guard. The assistant range officer Is 
Lieutenant Carroll M. Gole. First In- 
fantry, and In addition there is en> 
ployed a sufficient number of men to 
care for the targets and the reserva- 
tion. * . :■ 

"In tenoning the soldier to shoot tho 
prnctice opens with Instruction prac- 
tice, marksman's course. When the !n« 
structlon practice Is completed the sol- 
dier proceeds to record practice over 
the same course. In firing for a record 
over the marksman's course the solder 
hns a time limit of one minute a shot, 
the time to be computed from the fu'l 
appearance of the target from behind 
the butts until the rifle is discharged. 
Ten shots are fired at each range. At 
200 yards the soldier stands. At 300 
yard's he has the choice of the kneeling 
or sitting positions. At 500 and GOO 
yards he lies prone. When the scoie 



slow fire the solffi* nres two scores of 
five shots each nftlie 200 nnd and 800 
yards range* rapid .lire, being given 
twenty seconds to fire Ave shots. This 
accomplished, he goes to the Bklrmlsn 
range nnd makes two ruua from 0)0 
to 200 yards', firing at slv distance* 
— 000, Y.00, 400, 350, 300 nnd 200 
yards at silhouette targets represent- 
ing men kneeling and lying prone. This 
completes his marksmen's course. If 
he averages 00 per cent-he is a' marks- 
man. An average of 50 per cent clnssl- 
fies him as a first-class man, and an 
average of 40 per cent classifies h'.ra as 
a second-class man. 

May Become Sharpshooter. 
"When the soldier qualifies as a 
marksman, not before, he is permitted 
to phoot over the sharpshooter's course. 
This is a more difficult course, under 
Btrlcter requirements. Should he ac- 
complish this he Is then permitted to 
try for the highest honor— expert rifle- , 
man. This latter test means that he Is 
able tp shoot over every distance from 
200 to 1,000 yards, including the skir- 
mish runs, and make a percentage of 
OS. A man succeeding in this difficult 
test and securing the silver cross 
awarded by the state of Illinois tor 
the highest proficiency In rifle firing 
may be conceded to be one who would 
have little difficulty In killing a man at 
1,000 yards. He could probably hit bis 
man nine times out of ten. 

t'But while the rifle range at Camp 
Logan Is of the utmost value In per- 
fecting the soldiers of the stnte In rifle 
firing and making them efficient fight- 
ing men It Is also at the service of ev- 
en* citizen who cares to practice. Any 
citizen who wishes to enroll as a mem- 
ber of the Illinois Slate Rifle nssocla : 
tlon, whether he be a member of the 
National Guard or not, may on pay- 
ment of a fee of $2 the first year and 
SI yearly thereafter, have the same 
privileges as the guardsmen with the 
exception of free ammunition. Rifles 
will he furnished, quarters iirovlded 
nnd targets assigned, with men to 
score. Colonel II. S. Dietrich, gener- 
al Inspector of rifle practice, Illinois 
National Guard, Is the president of the 
association, and Captain John V. Clin- 
nln, inspector of rifle practice, First 
Infantry, is the secretary, and will g've 
all desired Information to those Inter- 
ested. 

Mny Seek National Honors. 
"Members of die association nre elig- 
ible to membership in the National 
Marksman's Reserve, nnd If they 
qualify are entitled to wear the Na- 
tional Marksman's lapel button and 
have their names recorded In the war 
department. Kobert Shaw Oliver, ns 
slstiuit secretary of war, president of 
the national board for the promotion of 
rifle practice, has announced condition* 
governing tho qualifications, and they 
have been approved by William U. 
Tnft, secretary of war. 

"The' opportunity to practice and 
compete for the button Is open to all 
male cltlens of the Unltzed 'Stntes be- 
tween thcjjsea. of. eighteen and forty- 



live. In Illinois The scores are shot at 
Camp Logan. The ranges are 200, 300 
and 500 yards, and there are five shots 
for record and two sighting shots nt 
en cli range. The entrance fee is 2r? 
cents for each entry, re-entries being 
allowed, and when the scores nre.com- 
pleted they are sent to Lieutenant Al- 
bert 8. .lones, secretary of the. associa- 
tion, 21)0 Broadway, New York, who, 
not Inter than Dec. 1 pt each year, tab- 
ulates them and forwards them' to the 
military secretary of the United States 
army. Those wh, qualify receive :tli«» 
lapel button. 

"The season nt the Cnmp Logan 
rnnge closed the Inst day of October. 
Between then nnd Its. opening nest 
May much will be done to lmprove^the 
"conditions nt the' rPserVa tlon. "A"* sys- 
tem of drainage Is being constructed 
and six cement barracks are to be 
built. These buildings will contain 
bunk and lounging rooms for. officers 
nnd men, lavatories, showers. and fire- 
places. Lockers for clothing will ho 
provided and there will be sleeping ac- 
commodations for more than ICO u.en 
in each building. While nil of this Is 
primarily for the Instruction of the 
Illinois National Gunrd members of 
the Illinois Stnte Rifle associntlon w.ll 
be cared for. nnd given every oppor- 
tunity to fnmlllurlze themselves with 
the United States magazine rifle. 
Trained Marksmen for Nation. 
"Of course there is nn underlying 
motive for all this. The men who have 
been charged with the study of tho 
conditions of modern warfare reailzo 
that In tills country, where .military 
service is voluntary, it Is difficult to 
train men to the use of the rifle at 
«*burt notice. By encouraging practice 
with the rifle It is hoped to euroll :».n 
army which, may be called upon should 
occasion demand, the members of which 
would nt least know which end of the 
rifle to point at the enemy. To be 
sure, It is much more desirable to have 
the young men of the state enlist In 
the 'Illinois National Gunrd, that they 
mnv he trained in all the duties of the 
soldier as well as perfected In rifle fir- 
lug. By following this course they gain 
the advantage of having their trans- 
portation to and- from the range p:ild 
by the state, their ammunition fur- 
nished, and in addition nre provided 
wlfh uniforms nnd equipment without 
expense to themselves. Then they have 
the week's camp at Camp Lincoln; 
near Springfield. 111., and the use of lb.' 
'armories In the winter, months, when! 
the work Is made interesting nnd 
where, when military duties have 
been performed, the social and club 
features nre ninny. 



PLAN FOR A CORNCRIB. 



Build It High So as to Make Handling 
of Grain Easy. 

The modern way to build a corn- 
crib and oat bin is to build It high, 
high. The building may be 2(J feet by 
48 feet with a. square pitch roof,- and I 
would ubo ah 'elevator or grain dump 
outside of building over the roof, dis- 
charging the grain through the mid- 
dle of the roof, and spouting, It in 
the inside to either side or the mid- 
dle, says correspondent of the Breed- 
ers' Gazette. 

I have such an outfit and I can till 




early, it should have the benefit of ar> 
tiflclal heat. A chamber or attic 
through' which a stovepipe passes will 
answer; a furnace room in a dry cel- 
lar Is very satisfactory. Wo have 
found long bushel boxes about ono 
foot wide, with one-quarter inch wire 
netting for sides and top, very desir- 
able storage for' corn which has* first 
been handled as above until it Is fairly 
dry. .Such mouse proof boxes afford r 
much ventilation . and may be stored 
in a dry furnace room, or in a moder- 
ately warm attic with safety, as win- 
tor sets in. 

Experiments have shown that corn 
which is thoroughly dry will not be 
injured by any degree .of cold.. This,, 
while Interesting, Is not as comfort- 
ing as it would "appear to" be for the 
reason that some confusion may re- 
sult In deciding when corn Is thor- 
oughly dry. and further, corn once dry 
does not necessarily mean . always 
dry. If left subject to a moisture 
laden atmosphere it will very likely 
take up enough moisture to render it 
liable to Injury from severe freezing. 
—Ohio Station.

CARE OF SEED CORN. 

The Drying Out Process Must Be 
Managed Carefully. 



Seed corn aB brought In from the 
field has a high Antent of moisture. 
If, in the attempt to dry it out quick- 
ly artificial heat is used, with little or 
no attention given to ventilation, the 
chances are that the germ will Btart 
to grow. Artificial heat is dangerous 
at this stage. The important things 
are ventilation, a dry atmosphere and 
a moderate temperature. Corn sus- 
pended from a wire in a well-venti- 
lated shed, granary or dwelling house 
attic, in such a way that there Is free 
circulation of air around each ear, is 
very favorably situated. "Windows 
should be closed during nights and 
rainy days, but open the rest of the 
time. 

If the fall be dry and hard freezing 
weather does not come until seed Is 
well dried out, it will go through the 
winter nicely, In such quarters. If the 
•weather be damp, and winter sets In

"Shorty" Miller Writes an' Entertaining 
Description of Trip to Texas 

Tho following, taken from tho Lake 
County Independent, is a letter written by 
"Shorty" Miller of Libertyville, upon his 
return from a trip to the "Panhandle" in 
Texas and may be of interest to our readers: 

I left Chicago Tuesday, Jan. 7, at 6:15 
,p. m. The train was in two sections, a 
half hour apart and made up of nine sleep- 
ers to each section and arrived in Kansas 
City the next morning at nine o'clock. At 
this point the Santa Fe road makes up its 
trains for the southwest and that day nino 
trains of ten Pullman coaches each were 
made. up for this grand . invasion 
"lone- star" state. We arrived at Herford, 
Dehunith county, Texas, eighteen hours 
late, but Rlimpsea of tho country seen from 
the train made me more an$&}us than ever 
to get out and look it over. 

Our initiation to Texas was a breezy one 
and what is called there a "norther." Tho 
whole crowd was kept busy chasing hats 
and W. H, Hucker of Antioch, who wns a 
member of the party, lost all the button' 
off his coat. This wind lasted but one day 
and the remainder of tho trip was made 
pleasant by the finest kind of weather. 

The first impression of a strange town or 

country is often the one that fixes it in your 

mind as desirable or tho contrary. The 

first good look J got at this section of Texas 

soon fixed it in my mind an a garden spot-

as the eye could see with here and thero a 

patch of green that looked quite unusual

Illinois. ■ ' 

from rlerford we drove overland, iJS 
miles to Cnstro county where we spent the 
night on the famous Herron ranch. To 
speak of the inner mnn, it wns here thnt 1 
ate some of the finest sausage 1 ever tasted, 
and to say I did it justice expresses it 
mildly. I saw here 200 head of hops that 
had been fattened on alfalfn, hay. Kaffir 
corn and water and never in my life have I 
seen fatter or nio»r looking hogs. 

The next morning 1 was out bright and 
early and shot my fir*l jack rabbit, not tho 
6r?t one I saw, for the first one I saw sur- 
prised me too much to shoot. He was all 
ears and jump. We drove sixty miles that 
day and 1 had a better opportunity than 
ever of getting acquainted with that fine 
country. Everything grows there that is 
grown in Illinois, wh.*ntj corn, oats; barley, 
rye, millet; Kriitir corn, maize, sorghum 
and alfalfa for hay. there being one excep- 
tion, Irieb potatoes. 

Sunday afternoon at two o'clock we left 
Herford for Canon City where wn changed 
curs and went south 7-1 mile to Plainview. 
Here we were taken in charge by Mr. 
Dowden who look us out to a ranch four 
miles in the country in his automobile. It 
was a finn moonlight night and that ride 
was one of the finest on the trip. 

Monday morning we saw what is truly 
the garden spot of the country. Fields of 
winter wheat looked green and in fine con- 
dition, some fields were being plowed nnd 
herds of fine cattle made a most prosperous 
looking scene. This was in Hale county 
and about the same country as Castro 
county which 1 mentioned before, the same 
crops being grown. A great deal of Kaffir 
corn and maize is raised here but very little 
Indian corn, the raising of which iB still in 
its infancy. 

While here I met the owner of an 80 acre 
pnlcl? 1 of alfalfa, the .-ocd from which 
brought him. , SGI an acre. ['Before, it was 
let go to seed two crops of hay were cut 
from it that when baled sold for $14 a ton 
on the ranch. \Vn*nt was Belling at 90 
cents per bushel, Kailiir corn, maize and 
sorghum fodder at 814 per acre in the 
shock. 

I saw here an orchard that had been 
planted 1G years and some of the largest 
cherry trees I have ever seen. The tref s 
were entirely free of scales, scabs or bores 
and I never saw a better orchard anywhere 
in Illinois. Orchards are not numerous 
here yet but more are being planted every 
year. One man who set out 100 acres of 
trees last year is so confident of results that 
he will set out many more this year. 
Peaches, apricots, pears, apples and in fact 
anything but tropical fruits grow well 
here. I saw one arbor of California grapes, 
at least they said they were and 1 have no 
reason to doubt it. 

The soil is about the same in both these 
counties, not sandy, but rather a brown, 
chocolate colored loam, deep. Has a good 
subsoil and is very rich. The water can't 
be beat and is soft and free from mineral 
salts. Wells are from 40 to GO feet deep 
and always good water. There U plenty of 
rainfall so irrigation is not necessary. A 
great many people think that this section 
is principally desert and plains but such is 
far from the case for it is one of the best 
funning sections in the world. 

While riding from Herford to Canon 
City I Biiw 11,000 head of cattle grazing in 
one herd and it certainly was a sight I shall 
not soon forget. 

'C.iFrank Wright has. has 2.G0O acres of 
land thoro which I visited nnd found it to 
be a very lino piece of property, and my 
only regret was thai it did not belong to 
me. Wat Convene of Grayilake, took his 
family there on the same train which car- 
ried mo and will settle on a piece of prop- 
erty which he purchased last October. 

1 believe that right in that country there 
is the greatest opportunity for n young 
man to make a flno homo and lots of money. 
I have triod to give you a fairly good de- 
scription but 1 have left much unsaid and 
can only nay, "Go and see for yourself."

Philadelphia.— After a trial of three 
flays Andrew Jackson Detach, who was 
charged with murdering Harry Ferree 
in a boarding house In this city last 
November, wa B acquitted late Friday 

afternoon. 

. Tho jury was out nearly three hours. 
The announcemment of the verdict 
caused hn enthusiastic domonBtraUon 
fn the courtroom. The killing of Fer- 
ree was sensational and, owing to tne 
peculiar circumstances, the case cre- 
ated . great Interest. Detsch claimed 
he killed Ferree in- mistake for a 
burglar and the Jury took this view 
of the ease. 

Detsch, who is 23 years of age, lived 
with his young wife and child In an 
uptown boarding house. On the night 
of November 5 policemen heard shots 
and traced them to the house. They 
forced an entrance and on the third 
floor hallway, in front of the door of 
the Detsch apartments, they found 
Ferree dead with three bullets In the 
body. He waa in bis stocking feet 

Ferree was about 50 yoars of age 
and had occupied a room on the sec- 
ond floor. Detsch told the policemen 
that he heard some one trying to get 
tn the room and, thinking it was a 
burglar. Bhot four times through the 

door. 

Tho police were inclined to accept 
this explanation, but In searching the 
effects of Ferree they found many let- 
ters that had passed between Ferree 
and Mrs. Detsch and a number of sug- 
gestive photographs. The police then 
charged Detsch with having delib- 
erately killed Ferree. They contended 
• that Detsch learned of alleged mis- 
conduct between his wife and Ferree, 
that. Detsch caused his wife to lure 
Ferree to her room, and that Detsch 
fired the shots when he heard Ferree 
place his hand on the door knob. 

.Detsch maintained during the trial 
that he did not know that the man 
outside the door was Ferree and that 
he thought he waB shooting at a 
burglar. 

He flatly denied that at tho time he 
suspected his wife's chastity, and re- 
fused the opportunity to plead the 
"unwritten law," preferring to pro- 
tect his wife's reputation at the risk 
of his neck.

Maine Knights of Pythias Jubilee gath- 
ered in the auditorium of. the city hall 
when the flames wore discovered; Only 
a few persons were hurt; Chief 'Engi- 
neer Melville Bldridge being the only 
one known to be seriously injured, 
and he was able to direct the fight 
against the flames throughout; being 
supported by two assistants. 

Baltimore, Md. — Fire Friday, 
took heavy toll of the members' of 
the Are department pftthls city, three 
being dead and 16 others more or less 
Berlously Injured. Tho list of the lat- 
ter includes the name of George Hor; 
ton, chief of the Are department "He 
has a badly lacerated scalp arid Inter- 
nal Injuries. Tho first hasty examina- 
tion Indicated that his skull was frac- 
tured, but a more careful investigation 
showed this not to be the case.

PLOT IN PORTUGAL FOILED. 

Conspiracy to Proclaim a Republic Is 
Failure. . 



Lisbon.— An abortive attempt to 
overthrow the monarchy and proclaim 
Portugal a republic waa nipped In 
the bud Wednesday night by the 
prompt action of the government The 
plot was organized by a small group 
of advanced republicans, the loaders 
of whom were arrested. 

As near as can bo ascertained the 
plan was to assassinate Premier 
Franco and then depend for success 
upon street risings, supported by se- 
cret, republican and .labor organiza- 
tions, armed with bombs and revolvers. 



Giving Them Out In Advance. Mado* 
Criminal Offense. 



Washington.— At the close of- a day 
of excitement in the house of repre- 
sentatives an amendment was added 
to the penal code bill, making It a 
criminal offense for any offlcer or 
employe of tho government to glvo out 
advance Information regarding any 
crop statistics authorized by law to 
be prepared. 

The necesBiay for its adoption was 
conceded by nearly every membor 
who addressed the. house, and its safe 
running of the gauntlet was greoted 
with applause. 

Earlier In the day interest attached 
to a tilt between Mr. Dalzoll of.Penn- 
sylvanla and Mr. Randell of Texas, 
over the lattor's amendments prohib- 
iting senators or members from, be- 
ing employed by public . service cor- 
porations. Believing that Mr. Kandeli 
bad insinuated' that he. represented 
such, corporations at this time, ' Mr. 
Dalzell grow indignant and declared 
that ho had not been employed in such 
capacity for 20 years. 

The climax of the debate came when 
Mr. Clark of. Missouri announced, 
amid thunderous Democratic applause, 
that William J. Bryan would-be 
nominated at the Denver convention, 
while. Mr. Boutell of Illinois aroused 
the membors on his side of the house 
to a high pitch of enthusiasm by stat- 
ing that Speaker Cannon would be the 
Republican nominee at Chicago 
June. 



W. L. BOCKEMOHLE KILLS 8ELF. 

Cashier of Defunct Kansas Bank Com- 
mitt Suicide. 



Great Bend, Kan.— W. Leo Bocko- 
raohle, cashier of the suspended Bank 
of Elllnwood at Elllnwood, Kan., under 
arrest for making a falBe statement of 
the bank'B condition In December, 
shot and killed himself Friday night. 

The Buicldo took place at Bocke- 
mohle's home In Elllnwood. He. had 
given bond several days. ago to appear 
In court Saturday. His bondsmen had 
surrendered him and were leaving tho 
house after notifying him of their de- 
cision. As they reached the gate he 
called out: "Walt a minute." They 
turned and saw Bockemohle Bhoot 
himself in tho head with a pistol and 
fall dead on tho porch. 

The Bank of Elllnwood was founded 
23 years ago by Bockemohle's. father, 
now dead, and until lately was con- 
sidered a strong institution. 



Now York.— President W. F. Have- 
meyer of the National Bank of North 
America announced in a statement is- 
sued Sunday night that the directors 
of the bank had decided to, request the 
comptroller of the currency to aaBume 
charge of the affairs of the Institution. 
Mr. Havemeyer, said that, owing to 
persistent rumors afloat, there had 
been . a cdntinuoua drain on. the re- 
sources of the institution and the Indi- 
cations were that • tho withdrawals 
would be so heavy Monday that the 
bank would be unable to -meet them, 
and that the action placing tho affairs 
of the bank under the charge of the 
comptroller of the currency had been 
taken to insure that all depositors 
would be treated alike. 

President Havemeyer declared that 
he believed tho bank is entirely sol- 
vent and that with careful liquidation 
the stockholders will receive par for 
their stock. . 

Comptroller Rldgely issued a state- 
ment In which he said: 

!'At the request^ of the < board ofdl 
rectors of the National Bank of North 
America, the comptroller of the cur- 
rency has ordered -the bank to be 
closed for liquidation and appointed 
National Bank Examiner Charles W. 
Hanna as receiver.- The action of the 
directors was. not takon because, they 
considered the bank Insolvent, -but. on 
account of the' difficulties of realizing 
on the assets of the bank rapidly 
enough to meet tho heavy demand b of 
depositors In the last few days and 
probable further large withdrawals 

feared. 

"The receiver wUl proceed at once 
with the liquidation of the bank and 
the payment of its creditors. It Is es- 
timated that all depositors : will be 
paid in full." 

The bank, which had been known as 
the .biggest of the Morse string of 
financial institutions, underwent a re- 
organization In October. Alfred H. 
Curtis was succeeded by W..F. Have- 
meyer as president, the former be- 
coming vlco prealdent in place of C. 
W. Morse, who retired from the insti- 
tution. On January 14 there was a 
further reorganization, Mr. Curtis be- 
ing dropped from the vice presidency 
and from the board of dlrectora.

Doings of the Legislature. 

Bills -were passed by the senate as 
follows: Appropriating .$15,000 for 
the expenses of legislative investi- 
gating committees. Authorizing cities 
to establish and maintain tuberculosis 
sanitariums. Designating the native 
oak and tho native violet as the state 
tree and flower. / 

The house passed the senate bill 
authorizing school treasurers to loan 
school funds on state, sanitary dis- 
trict, county and municipal bonds. The 
measure failed to receive the sufficient 
emergency- clause and the senate con- 
curred In the house amendment, strik- 
ing out tho emergency clause. 

The house also passed the bill al- 
lowing voters two hours' leave of ab- 
sence from their employment on days 
of special election, the Bame as in 
regular elections. 

The house passed the Smojkal bill 
raising the salary of aldermen In tho 
city of Chicago from $1,500 to $3,500 a 
year. Tho vote stood 80 to 13. 

The native tree and flower bill also 
pnssed the house and was put up to 
tho governor for his signature: It 
makes the oak and the violet the 
state treo and flower, which have been 
so declared by tho school children of 
Illinois. 

Lyman Cooley's bill to permit a $5,- 
000,000 bond issue by the Chicago san- 
itary district was laid to rest 
in sennto committee. The senate 
passed the bill appropriating $20,- 
000 for the use of tho attorney gen- 
eral's department In prosecuting the 
Btato's suit against the Economy Light 
& Power company. 



Burton Wants Governorship. 

Another candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for governor ^de- 
veloped In the person of Senator 
Frank W. Burton. Mr. Burton was 
modest regarding the subject, but his 




Democratic friends In the senate de- 
clared he was In the race to remain 
to the finish. Mr. Burton is the Demo- 
cratic leader In the senate. He is a 
prominent member of tho Macoupin 
county bar and has been for years 
prominently identified with Demo- 
cratic politics in Illinois. 



Humphrey's Reply to Chief. 

The first expression from Judge J. 
Otis Humphrey In reply to the criti- 
cism directed against him by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt because of his unpop- 
ular decision in the beef trust case 
was made in an address at a meeting 
of the Springfield Ad. Men's club. 
"There nro many citizenB whose ac- 
tion is such that they at least allow us 
to believe that they expect the Judicial 
department of the government to be 
run In accordance with public senti- 
ment," said Judge Humphrey. "When 
tho day comes — let us trust that it 
may never come — that the judicial 
branch of government is swerved from 
Rb official duty by the clamor of tho 
populace, the end of the government 
is not far distant. No government can 
long Burvlve whose judiciary yields to 
the popular frenzy that follows for a 
moment the mere clamor of the unrea- 
soning, uneducated, in that particular 
case, opinion of the public or even of 
the press."

.Men. with. Land for Sale and 

Reap Rich Harvest. 

A smooth scheme for separating 
farmers from their money has-been 
worked with' much success in South 
Dakota. An oily grafter calls on a 
farmer and makcB a bid for his land. 
The figures are absurdly low at first, 
but by degrees are raised as high as 
$60 an acre, and , the farmer consents.

Commissioner S mith vs. The Standard 

From the Railway World % January j, 1008. 




Mr. Herbert Knox Smith, whose zeal In the 
/r cause of economic reform has been fn no wIbo 
abated by the panic which he and his kind did 
bo much to bring on, ls out with on answer to 
President Moffett, of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana. The publication of this an- 
swer, it Ib officially given out, was delayed sev- 
eral weeks, "for business reasons," because It 
was not deemed advisable to further excite 
tho public mind, which was profoundly dis- 
turbed by the crisis. Now that the storm 
clouds have rolled by, however, the Commis- 
sioner rushes again Into the fray. 

Our readers remember that the. chief points 
In the defence of the Standard Oil Company, as 
presented by .President Moffett; were (1) that 
the date of six cents on oil from Whiting to 
East St. Louis has been Issued to tho Standard 
Oil Company as tho lawful rate by employes 
of the Alton, (2) 'that the 18-cent rato on fllo 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission was 
a class and not a commodity rate, never being 
intended to apply to oil, (3) that oil was 
Bhlpped In large quantities between Whiting 
1 and East St. Louis over tho Chicago & East- 

ern Illinois at 6V£ centB per hundred pounds, 
which has been filed with tho Interstate Com- 
merce Commission as tho lawful rate, and (4) 
that the 18-cent rato on oil was entirely out of 
proportion to lawful rates on other commodi- 
ties between these points of a similar char- 
acter, and of greater value, such, for example, 
as linseed oil, 'the lawful rate on which was 
eight cents. President Moffett also stated that 
thousands of tons of freight had been sent by 
other 'shippers between these points under 
substantially the same conditions as governed 
the shipments of the Standard Oil Company. 

This defence of the Standard Oil Company 
was widely quoted and has undoubtedly exertr 
ed a powerful Influence upon tho public mind. 
Naturally the Administration, which has 
staked tho success of its campaign against 
the "trusts" upon the result of its attack upon 
this company, endeavors to offset this Influ- 
ence, and hence the new deliverance of Com- 
missioner Smith. 

We need hardly to point out that hlB rebut- 
tal argument Is extremely weak, although as 
strong, no doubt, as tho circumstances would 
warrant He answers tho points made by Presi- 
dent Moffett substantially as follows: (1) Tho 
Standard OH Company had a traffic department, 
and should have known that tho six-cent rato 
had not been filed, (2) no answer, (3) tho Chi- 
cago & Eastern Illinois rate was a secret rato 
because it read, not from Whiting, but from 
Dolton, which Is described as "a village of 
about 1,500 population just outside of Chicago. 
Its only claim to note ls that It has been for 
many years the point of origin for this and 
similar secret rates." The Commissioner ad- 
. mils In describing this rate that .there was a 
'note attached stating that the rate could .also 
be used from Whiting. 

The press has quite generally hailed this 
statement of . tho. Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions as a conclusive refutation of what is evi- 
dently recognized as the strongest rebuttal 
. argument advanced by the Standard. 

In fact, It Is as weak and Inconclusive as the 
remainder of his argument. Tho lines of the 
Chicago & Eastern Illinois do not run into 



Chicago. They terminate at Dolton, from which 
point entrance is made over the Belt Line. 
Whiting, where the oil freight originates, is not 
pn the lines of tho Chicago & Eastern Illinois, 
which receives Its Whiting freight from tho 
Belt Line at Dolton. The former practice, now 
discontinued, in filing tariffs was to make 
them read from a point on the line of the fll* 
Ing road, and It was also general to state on 
the same sheet, that the tariff would apply to 
other points, e. g., Whiting. The Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois followed this practice in filing 
its rate from Dolton, and making a note on 
the sheet that is applied to Whiting. This was 
in 1895 when this method of filing tariffs was 
in common use. 

Now lot us see In what way the Intending 
shipper of oil could be misled and deceived by 
the fact that the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
had not filed a rate reading from Whiting. 
Commissioner Smith contends that "conceal- 
ment is the only motive for such a circuitous 
arrangement," 1. e., that this method of filing 
tho rate was Intended to mislead intending 
competitors of tho Standard Oil Company. 
Suppose such a prospective oil refiner had ap- 
plied to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
for the rate from Chicago to East St, Louis 
over the Chicago & Eastern Illinois, he would 
have been informed that tho only rato filed 
with the commission by this company was G*4 
cents from Dolton, and bo would have beea 
further informed, if indeed he did not know 
this already, that this rate applied throughout 
Chicago territory. So that whether he wished 
to locate his plant at Whiting, or anywhere 
cIsqj about Chicago, under an arrangement of 
long standing, and which applies to all tho in- 
dustrial towns in tho neighborhood of Chica- 
go, ho could have his freight delivered over 
tho Bolt Lino to the Chicago & Eastera Illi- 
nois at Dolton and transported to East St 
Louis at a rate of 6& cents. Where. then is 
tho concealment which the Commissioner of 
Corporations makes so much of? Any rate — 
from Dolton on tho Eastern Illinois or Chap- 
pell on the Alton, or Harvey on tho Illinois 
Central, or Bluo iBland on tho Itock Island, 
applies throughout Chicago territory to ship- 
ments from any other point In tho district. 
So far from the Eastern Illinois filing its rate 
from Dolton In order to deceive the* shipper, 
it is the Commissioner of Corporations who 
either betrays his gross ignoranco of transpor- 
tation customs in Chicago territory or relies 
on the* public Ignoranco of these customs to 
deceive tho public- too apt to accept unques- 
tlonlngly every statement made by a Govern- 
ment official as necessarily true, although, as 
In the present Instance, a careful examination 
shows these statements to be false. 

The final point made by President Moffett 
that other commodities of a character similar 
to oil were carried at much lower rates than 
18 cents, the • Commissioner of Corporations 
discusses only with' the remark* that "the 
'reasonableness* of this rate is not In question. 
The question ls whether this rata constituted 
a discrimination as against other shippers of 
oil," and he also makes much of the failure of 
President Moffett to produce before tho grand 
jury evidence of the alleged illegal acts of 
which the Standard Oil official said that other 



large ehlppers in the territory had been guilty. 
Considering the fact that these. shippers in- 
cluded the packers and elevator men of Chi- 
cago the action of the grand jury In calling 
upon President Moffett to furnish evidence of 
their wrong-doing may be interpreted as a de- 
mand for an elaboration of the. obvious; but 
tho fact that a rate-book containing these 
freight fates for other shippers waB offered In 
evidence during the trial and ruled out by 
Judge Landls, was kept out of sight. Presi- 
dent Moffett would not, of course, accept the 
Invitation of the grand jury although he might 
have been pardoned If he had referred them 
to various official Investigations by tho Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and other de- 
partments of the Gdvernment 

We come back, therefore, to the conclusion 
of the whole matter, which is that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Indiana was fined an 
amount equal to seven or eight times the val- 
ue of Its entire property, because its traffic 
department did not verify the statement of 
tho Alton rate clerk, that the six-cent commod- 
ity rate on oil had been properly filed with tho 
Interstate Commerce Commission. There is no 
evidence, and none was Introduced at the trial, 
that any Bhlpper of oil from Chicago territory 
had been interfered with by the 18-cent rato 
nor that the failure of the Alton to file its six- 
cent rate had resulted In any discrimination 
against any independent shipper, — we must 
take this on the word of the Commissioner 
of Corporations and of Judge Landls. Neither 
Is It denied even by Mr. Smith that tho "inde- 
pendent" shipper of oil, whom he pictures as 
being driven out of business by this discrim- 
ination of tho Alton, could have shipped all 
tho oil ho desired to ship from Whiting via 
Dolton over tho lines of tho Chicago & East- 
ern Illinois to East St Louis. In short, Presi- 
dent Moffett's defence Is still good, and wo 
predict will be so declared by the higher court. 

Tho Standard Oil Company has been charged 
with all manner of crimes and misdemeanors. 
Beginning with tho famous Rice of Marietta, 
passing down to that apostle of popular liber- 
ties, Henry Demarest Lloyd, with gib Wealth, 
Against, the Commonwealth, descending by 
easy stages to Miss Tarbell's offensive person- 
alities, we finally reach the netlier depths of 
unfair ami baseless misrepresentation in tho 
report of tho Commissioner of Corporations! 
The Standard has been charged with every 
form of commercial piracy and with most of 
the crimes on the corporation calendar. After 
long years of Btrenuous attack; under the 
leadership of the President of the United 
States, the corporation ls at last dragged to 
the bar of justice to answer for Its misdoings. 
The whole strength of the Government ls di- 
rected against it, and at last, we are told, tho 
Standard Oil Company Is to pay the penalty of 
Its crimes, and it Is finally convicted -of hav- 
ing failed, to verify, the statement of a rats 
clerk and Is forthwith fined a prodigious sum, 
measured by the car. Under the old criminal 
law, the theft of property worth more than a 
shilling was punishable by death. Under the 
Interpretation of the Interstate Commerce law 
by Theodore Roosevelt and Judge Kenesaw 
Landls, a technical error of a traffic official is 
made the excuse for the confiscation of a vast 
amount of property.
